Council Decides To Make Im¬ 
provement Under Ordi¬ 
nance Passed Recently 

Abandonment of the plan to 
proceed with the Central avenue 
improvement under the recent or¬ 
dinance of intention, and to have 
the city do the work with its own 
ciUzens under its new improve¬ 
ment ordinance as an unemploy¬ 
ment relief measure, was an¬ 
nounced by the City Council on 
Wednesday night when it directed 
Business Manager Myers to draw 
plans and specifications for the 
Job under the new procedure. 

The Council unanimously adop¬ 
ted a resolution presented by 
CouncUman Lester K. Layton, as 
follows: 

"Resolved, that the street 
superintendent is hereby instruc¬ 
ted to prepare plans and specifi- 
caUons for the re-paving of Cen- 
trM avenue, east of Baldwin ave¬ 
nue to the easterly city limits of 
Sierra Madre, with rock and oil, 
and the repairing and replacing of 
curbs and gutters on said street, 
the cost to property owners not 
to exceed 2 cents per square foot, 
in accordance with the allocation 
made by the County of Los Ange¬ 
les." 

An unsuccessful effort was 
made to protest out the improve¬ 
ment as authorized by the reso¬ 
lution ' of intention upon which 
the Council held several hearings, 
and there were threats by H. J. 
Kohl and other officers and lead¬ 
ers of a recently formed political 
organization to resort to injunc¬ 
tion proceedings. 

Following adoption of the reso¬ 
lution by the Council the County 
Supervisors agreed to assume fi- 
nancial responsibility for and to 
build the entension of Central 
avenue through the Hastings 
ranch into Pasadena, as w’ell as 
to share a portion of the cost 
of improving Central avenue with¬ 
in the city to conform to the new 
d thoroughfare. The latter money 
■ was paid by the county to the 
city -three weeks ago, coming in 
the nature of a New Year’s pres¬ 
ent. 

Sight of road equipment and 
a crew of men plowing and level¬ 
ing roadway south of the Pacific 
Electric tracks across the Hast¬ 
ings Ranch yesterday caused peo¬ 
ple to think the Central avenue 
extension to Pasadena was under 
way. But it wasn’t that at all. 

Crew and equipment working 
on the road, while under county 
supervision, are merely changing 
a * hazardous road filled with 
chuck holes into a passable road¬ 
way. The work, which has no con¬ 
nection with the Central avenue 
extension, is a regular county 
road maintenance project. The 
crew will be at work for several 
days, it was reported. 

The Central avenue extension 
work will not begin until bids for 
the work have been made and ac¬ 
cepted by the county road depart¬ 
ment.

Youngworth declared in favor of 
revision of the Eighteenth Amend- 
: ment as recommended by the 
Wickersham commls.slon. 

Interest was added to the an¬ 
nouncements by the fact that Mr. 
Young;worth was campaign man¬ 
ager for Shortridge at the time 
of his last election. Both of the 
new candidates were bom in San 
Francisco. 

Senator Tubbs’ forebears were 
Forty-niners. He left Yale Univer¬ 
sity to join the aviation corps in 
the World War. After tbe war he 
entered the family cordage busi- 
I ness. In 1924 he was elected to 
j the State Senate, the youngest 
I man ever elected to the upper 
I house. He has served four terms, 
j ’Tubbs is a member of the Ameri- 
1 can Legion, the United Veterans 
I of the Republic, the Elks, the 
Eagles, the Foresters, Native 
j Sons of the Golden West. As a 
I member of the state legislature 
I he has been active and useful, 
i but his stronge.st claim, to public 
I consideration is his unabashed zeal_ 
I for the repeal of the Eighteenth 
‘ Amendment.

Mt. Wilson 
Tavern Gone 
In Flames 

Another Sierra Madre landmark 
became a part of mountain his¬ 
tory early Friday morning when 
fire of unknown origin completely 
destroyed the Mt. Wilson Tavern, 
at 129 North Motmtain ’Trail ave- 

Built a quarter of a century 
ago, the Tavern for 15 years af¬ 
ter its erection was the starting 
point for thousands of gay moun¬ 
tain trips and Canyon outing par¬ 
ties. 

The building burst into flames 
about 3 o'clock in the morning 
and had made such headway by 
the time of its discovery that 
nothing could be done to save it. 

At the time the fire broke out 
the building was being demolished. 

The Tavern was built in 1908, 
shortly after “the railroad came 
to Sierra Madre." Miss Joanne 
Sanger, and a nephew, Joe A. 
Kramer, were the leases of the 
property, paying the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company the 
sum of $20 a month. The Tavern, 
in the “flush" period when moun-1 
tain hikes were more popular 
than now, sometimes catered to 
several thousand visitors a day, 
according to the reminiscenses of 
old timers. 

All that remains today are 
charred timbers and a scorched, 
old fashioned weighing machine

CITY’S IMAGINATION HALTED 
AS TIME UNLOCKS DOORS OF 
A STUDIO IT WONDERED ABOUT 


Reception Will Afford Sierra 
Madreans First Glimpse 
Of Borman Place 

By Bill Burke 

S IERRA MADREANS who for 
five years have pondered the 
riddle of a building at Central 
avenue and South Sunnyside will 
receive an answer February 18. 
At that time members of St. 
Catherine s Guild of the Church 
of the Ascension will be hostesses 
in an artists’ studio which should 
become one of the city’s show 
places. 

Five years ago it rose under 
the hands of Leonard Borman and 
Humbert H. Hogue. Since that 
time people have wondered and 
guessed and done about every¬ 
thing but investigate. 

It would have paid to investi¬ 
gate. Not only is it a monu¬ 
ment to a man’s industry but a 
shrine to his artistic achieve¬ 
ments. In one person’s efforts 
alone it represents the variety of 
talents covered by bricklayer and 
brickmaker, draughtsman and 
architect, etcher and water col¬ 
orist, portrait and landscape 
painter. Even more, he is a fin¬ 
ished woodcarver. Outside of 
that, this is merely a studio. 

The main figure of the two 
tenants' Is Mr. Borman, an Eng¬ 
lishman whose career began as a 
nurseryman and has ended in 
the work of an artist. Both he 
and his partner have been resi¬ 
dents here since 1920. 

Remarkable Story 

Mr. Borman's story of his 


gravitation into art is remark¬ 
able regardless of bis final ac¬ 
complishments. Let him tell it: 

”I was trained to be a nursery¬ 
man, but the war Interfered. 1 
served abroad with a Canadian 
regiment and received a wound in 
my right arm from shrapnel. 

"I always had drawn a little. 
But in tbe hospital I bad much 
time with little to do. I was 
handicapped, my right arm was 
the injured one, and I am natural¬ 
ly right handed. Boredom caused 
me to try writing and drawing 
with my other hand, and eventu¬ 
ally I managed to use it as well 
as I had used tbe right one. 

“Where other patients auto¬ 
graphed books for departing 
friends I was able to sketch little 
war scenes which revived some 
familiar memory. Through these 
drawings I met a woman, ^n in¬ 
structor in a big art school in 
Brooklyn, New York. I couldn’t 
see any money in being an artist, 
but she showed me the commer¬ 
cial possibilities. 

“Through her I got my first 
work. It was terribly simple, yet 
during that Christmas season 
and working there in tbe hospital, 
I made nearly $20 a day. And 
all I did was take people's initials 
and arrange them in monograms. 
Naturally the money convinced 
me it was a better bit of work 
than that of a nurseryman." 

Inside A Studio 

Later Mr. Borman studied at 
the* Chicago Art Institute. A

Regulating the physical proper¬ 
ties and usage of all Sierra Madre 
buildings, and forming a fire dis¬ 
trict of four zones, a new building 
ordinance for the city of Sierra 
Madre was read for the first time 
at Wednesday night’s council 
meeting. 

The new ordinance, offered by 
Councilman Lester K. Layton, 
adapts all provisions of a “Uni¬ 
form Building Code.” similar to 
that published in 1930 by the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Building Officials’ 
Conference, and now in use by 
more than 100 western conunun- 
iUes, mostly Californian. 

Sierra Madre’s former building 
ordinance, known as Ordinance 
No. 257 with the exception of that 
part which relates to electric wir¬ 
ing, the construction of gas 
plumbing and gas pipes and fix¬ 
ing a penalty for the ordinance’s 
violation, will automatically be re¬ 
pealed by adoption of the new 
code. 

The proposed ordinance would 
regfulate the erection, construction 
enlargement, alteration, repair, 
moving, removal, demolition, con¬ 
version, occupancy, equipment, 
use, height, area and maintenance 
of all buildings in the city. | 

It will come up for a second • 
reading and adoption by the > 
council next meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 10. ' 

General adoption of tbe code by 
California cities Is promoted by 
the League of California Munici¬ 
palities, wbch drew up an “en¬ 
abling act” enacted by the state 
legislature in 1027 which permits 
California cities to adopt the 
code “by reference.” In 1928 fi¬ 
nancing of the code work in Cal¬ 
ifornia was undertaken for one 
year by the California Develop¬ 
ment Association, now the state 
chamber of conunerce. Another 
agreement was entered into be¬ 
tween the two organizations in 
1030.

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City To Get First 
Glimpse Of Studio 
It Wondered About 
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(Continued from Page One) 
regular seven year course of In¬ 
struction somehow was completed 
in two years. Even to an ama¬ 
teur this becomes understandable 
after seeing one, unfinished, 
painting of a war scene done 
while he was in the hospital. He 
had no training then, but the 
draughtsmanship was simpie and 
real, and the coloring was nat¬ 
ural. 

Mr. Borman may not be a mas¬ 
ter, but to an inexpert eye his 
work appears good. There may 
be faults, but there are none of 
the jarring notes which so often 
make onlookers realize they are 
looking at a picture and not at 
life. 

The Borman studio is a com¬ 
fortable, pleasant and barnlike 
room. Two stories in height, the 
northern side is occupied by a 
ceiling-high studio window 
through which pours a necessary 
northern light. 

On the opposite side is a 
framed, 8x12 scene of the Grand 
Canyon. This, done in brilliant 
colors recalling the actual gorge, 
took three years to paint, and is 
a composite of over 500 separate 
drawings. 

Framed art work on every wall 
show the artist's command of four 
mediums. There are portraits and 
landscapes, drawings in water col¬ 
or, pastel, intricate etchings. He 
does no commercial work. 

The First Invasion 

Mr. Borman’s goal is portrait 
painting and nothing else. That is, 
commercially. Privately he looks 
toward the day when he will do 
a massive, lifesize painting of a 
war scene on Vimy Ridge. He ad¬ 
mits himself that those qualified 
to criticize say his best work is 
done in etchings. 

Mr. Borman and his partner 
lead a quiet, busy existence. 
Those whose temerity have been 
overcome by curiosity have al¬ 
ways been allowed to view the 
studio and paintings. But they 
have been few.

Taking for his topic "Crimes i 
Against Children,” L. C. Denslow, 
director of the Progressive School 
of Pasadena, spoke to the mem¬ 
bers of the Woodrow Wilson 
Junior High School P.T.A., se¬ 
verely criticizing the present sys¬ 
tem of education and home traln- 
nig. 

Emphasizing the fact that edu¬ 
cation is of no value without 
health he listed other aims de¬ 
sired for children, as character, 
culture, desire for clean recrea¬ 
tions, love for learning and mas¬ 
tery for whatever is necessary for 
a useful and self sustaining life. 

Much interest was manifested 
when Mr. Denslow told some of 
the things he would do to make a 
“nervous wreck" of a child. That 
there are more “problem" par¬ 
ents than “problem’ children pre- ; 
faced his list of requirements for 
making a nervous child. Other 
contributing causes he listed 
were: Homes where parents quar¬ 
rel, a family having an especially 
brilliant child who is favored, giv¬ 
ing the other a sense of infer¬ 
iority; constant nagging, too 
many servants, making a child 
conform to adult standards, domi¬ 
neering interference, maintaining 
“appearances” and expensive toys 
which are not sufficient or satis¬ 
fying to children. 

Schools, he contends, are the 
backbone of the nation but are 
contribuitng cause.s, with long 
hours, home work, too many stud¬ 
ents in a room, teachers poorly 
oriented to life, standardized testa 
and compulsory subjects. It is 
found that a child needs several 
hours a day for freedom of ex¬ 
pression in order to conform to 
adult ways in later years. 

A lively discussion followed Mr. 
Denslow’s request for questions.

Other nearby communities are 
preparing to dress up for the 
Olympic games. In Arcadia a 
campaign already is being waged 
to have property owners con¬ 
tribute 12.50 per lot for a fund 
to finance the beautification pro¬ 
gram. 

In Sierra Madre the cost of 
the improvement is not expected 
to reach this figure, as a ma¬ 
jority of the plants will be do¬ 
nated and the district to be beau¬ 
tified is considerably smaller than 
that in Arcadia. 

In addition to having property 
owners on Baldwin, Central and 
Auburn, cooperate In a unified 
plan, it is hoped to stimulate 


the fall with their bright fruits 
after the leaves have fallen. Most 
of the deciduous fruit trees are 
charming, too, when they are In 
bloom In the early spring. 

How many of us can remem¬ 
ber when we used to climb up 
into a large apple or peach tree 
when In bloom to bring home to 
mother the first bloom of spring. 
Most of us were In the Etist then, 
when these were about the first 
bloom we bad seen since summer. 
There are a large variety of de¬ 
ciduous fruit trees to choose from, 
for there are peaches, plums, figs, 
nectarines, apples, pears, prunes, 
apricots, quinces, pomegranltes, 
persimmons and the nut fruits— 
walnuts and pecans. 

The passion vine of the variety 
that bears edible fruit is useful 
in the garden to cover unsightly 
fences. It has large glossy green 
leaves and lots of egg shaped pur¬ 
ple fruit which is used for fla¬ 
vorings. 

The sooner fruit trees are 
planted now the better they will 
start out In the spring. Most fruit 
trees will commence to bear when 
they are two years old. 

Now is the time to go over 
your garden and give It an all- 
around spraying. All deciduous 
fruit trees should get a dose of 
lime sulphur for fungous, leaf 
curl, etc., but do not mix any 
other spray material with this 
spray.

about the house. Of course tall 
shrubs should be planted between 
windows and short growing shrubs 
under windows. The height of the 
shrubbery can be controlled to 
a great extent by pruning, also. 

In planting trees or shrubbery 
be sure not to bury Burmuda 
grass roots about the plant or 
you will have a hard time to ever 
get rid of It. Dig every little bit 
of the roots of this pest out of 
the ground before you do any 
planting if you want to have any 
peace afterwards. 

If your soil conditions are not 
exceptionally fine, it is best to 
bury a small shovel of manure In 
the bottom of the hole. Cover 
the fertilizer with about four 
Inches of soil so as not to bum 
the roots of the plant. It Is very 
important not to allow the fer¬ 
tilizer to touch the roots of trees 
and roses that are planted in 
their bare roots. If you use ma¬ 
nure when you plant the bare 
rooted plants, it must be quite 
deep in the ground so that there 
will be no possible chance of its 
burning the roots. 

Give a heavy watering after 
planting, to settle the soil and 
crowd out all air holes. 

FRUIT TREES 

If you have space In your yard 
after you have planned your oma- 
mentsd garden, It is well to have 
a few selected fruit trees of those 
fmits you are especially fond of. 
A great many of the fruit trees 
are ornamental as well as useful 
and can be tied In with the orna¬ 
mental landscape. Some of these 
would be the citrus trees, such as 
oranges, tangerines, grapefruit, 
lemons, and kumquots. Then there 
are the avocado trees with their 
luxuriant dark green leaves, the 
guavas, the flejoas and the NatsJ 
plums. These last three can ne 
used as shrubbery for hedges or 
screens. The sapote makes a large 
shade tree and will give you an 
abundance of delicious fruit as 
well. 

Many of the deciduous fruit 
trees make fine shade trees in 
the hot summer time. The pome- 
granite and the persimmon tree 
are both extretiiely decorative In

C 1APONE and the other ‘human 
J rattle snakes’ of the under¬

And particu- 
j larly in Los Angeles County is 
this crime situation so grave, for 
Los Angeles has become the 
mecca for criminals from all 
parts of the world on account of 
the great movie industry of Holly¬ 
wood and the residence here of 
many retired wealthy Easterners.” 

Mr. Fitts pointed out that there 
would always be crime as long as 
there was motive for crime and 
that the very frailities and im¬ 
perfections of human nature 
would always give ri.se to condi- 
! tions from which crime would na- 
\ turally be present, but that it was 
I possible to keep crime at a mini-

"Just experimenting: It helps to 
pass the time” explains why an 
orange tree at 108 North Baldwin 
avenue has a funny appearance 
coduy. Rex Stanberry, the owner, 
is an amatuer horticulturist. 

The tree looks something like a 
small child that is sucking its 
thumb, for one live limb has been 
forced into a curve, with the end 
inserted into a hole bored into 
the trunk. It is Mr. Stanberry’s 
belief that the limb will "graft.” 

Mr. Stanberry, who has been 
experimenting with tree grafting 
over a considerable number of 
years, said he got his idea from 
the Mission Inn at Riverside, 
where the first orange tree ever 
planted in California still grows. 

"This old tree was dying,” Mr. 
Stanberry said, "and they planted 
two younger trees along side it. 
When the new trees reached a cer¬ 


tain height they were grafted into 
the ‘grandfather of them all,’ in 
a manner similar to mine, and 
their youthful life gave new life 
to the older tree.” 

Until about two years ago Mr, 
Stanberry had on hi.s place a 
curiosity among tree.s. It had been 
developed by Mrs. Jessie Ward 
Russell, Sierra Madre horticul¬ 
turist, at his request, and annually 
produced six assorted kinds of 
citrus fruits. 

The assorted citrus fruits, all 
budded on an original seedling 
orange tree, included navel and 
Valencia oranges, seedling oranges, 
Satsuma tangerines, grapefruit 
and lemons. 

An unknown tenant, while Mr. 
Stanberry was away, pruned the 
tree and cut off branches bearing 
four of the grafted varieties. The 
tree now bears only Valencias, 
grapefruit and lemons.

begging food. They had become 
a decided drdln. 

“There were four courses open 
to us. First: we could let them 
continue their begging at houses, 
a drain on a certain proportion 
of our citizens, a menace to se¬ 
curity and property if they got 
bitter, a constantly increasing 
problem for free help attracts the 
hobo. Second: We could open a 
soup kitchen, give them a free 
meal and send them on their way, 
that also leading to Increasing 
numbers and repeaters and in¬ 
creasing expense as giving some¬ 
thing for nothing does. Third: 
We could drive them out of town 
without relief, arresting them as 


vagrants with police expenses in¬ 
creasing like a rolling snowball 
and always the risk of violent re¬ 
prisals. Fourth:# We could devise 
some method of giving them em- 
playment to pay for food, a meth¬ 
od which would not give them 
enough to encourage large num¬ 
bers to come and which would not 
divert any appreciable amoimt of 
work from our own citizens. 

"Afte»‘ numerous conferences 
with the city officials, the plan in 
present operation was worked out. 
Every transcient was given two 
hours work at 35 cents an hour 
to be paid in a merchandise order 
good at any store in town. In 
that way the money stayed in 
Sierra Madre. The hoboes simply 
vanished. We have had but two 
genuine Weary Willies since the 
plan was started. They refused to 
work and were escorted out of 
town—without being fed!

work only part time and so on, 
were employed in this work. TheyL 
were allowed to work four hours’ 
a day for five days a week, giv¬ 
ing them seven dollars a week, 
i'ney were paid in merchandise 
orders. 

"The word went forth that Sier¬ 
ra Madre would let men wora a 
couple of hours for food, and the 
number increased. We were afraid 
we would have too heavy a de¬ 
mand, so, reluctantly, for these 
men are not beggers but good 
American workmen out of a job, 
we cut the price to 25 cents an 
hour, for transients, keeping it 
35 cents for our local men. That 
cut' down the number. 

"We have heard some talk 
lately about feeding hoboes and 
not giving work to our own. In 
answer to that I want to say 
that our own men have been 
taken care of to the limit of the 
work available. Since November, 
when we started this transient 
plan, up to the 15th of January, 
$2848.50 has been paid by the 
city to Sierra Madre laborers for 
work created and done simply to 
relieve unemployment, a totad of 
712 days at $4.00 a day. 

"The 25 cents and 35 cents an 
hour work has amounted to an 
additional $400 during thir period. 
Of this less than $lu0 has been 
paid to transients, during this 
period. 

“I challenge any city in the 
country to show a better record.

Welfare work, under the man¬ 
agement of Ellen Coll Barker, in¬ 
cluded 122 calls on the sick and 
needy; flowers, books, clothing, 
household and medical supplies 
being given. 

After 165 local service investi¬ 
gations, the Red Cross local re¬ 
lief work was organized for the 
purpose of aiding the unemployed 
. This work was summarized as 
follows: 

The distribution of 2,578 quarts 
of milk to families in need—much 
of this particular service going 
to ex-service men and their fam¬ 
ilies. 

•Mr. Humphries made special 
mention of the fact that the Fire¬ 
men's Red Cross First Aid Squad 
have proven their worth by win¬ 
ning the 3rd prize in a first aid 
contest held at the Pomona Fair.

of a person or persons to destroy 
the pavement and these being acts 
of a criminal nature I referred 
the matter to the police depart¬ 
ment for a detalilled report di¬ 
rectly to the City Council." 

The report of Business Manager 
Myers giving the result of his lU' 
vestigation follows, in part: 

“On or about December 31, 1931 
three men and a woman whose 
names are known were seen to 
place three large sections of pave¬ 
ment in the window of a vacant 
store building on West Central 
avenue. These pieces of pavement 
were placed on display in the win¬ 
dow with signs stating that they 
were part of the new pavement 
on Sturtevant Road. The place 
from which the pieces were re 
moved is on Sturtevant Road just 
east of the intersection of Oak¬ 
dale Drive. 

"At this particular place, the 
rainstorm previous to the remov¬ 
al of the pavement had under¬ 
mined the outside edge of the 
road and left some of the pave¬ 
ment without any foundation 
under it. This place was inspected 
a day prior to the removal of 
the pavement and no cracks were 
visible. It was Inspected again 
after the pavement bad been 
broken off and removed and there 
was a long crack in the pave¬ 
ment close to and parallel with 
the outside edge. It is evident 
that this crack was made when 
the pieces were broken off. 

"At another place on Alta 
Vista Drive where the storm had 
undermined the outside edge of 
the pavement, one of the men 
mentioned above was seen to drive 
his heavy Cadillac coupe slowly 
along the left, or wrong side of 
the road and about six Inches 
from the edge of the pavement 
where it was undermined. He then 
drove to the right side of the 
road and stopped. 

“Opposite the property at 551 
Alta Vista Drive sever^ stakes 
had been driven between the head¬ 
er and the edge of the pavement. 
This separated the header from 
the pavement and was apparently 
done in an attempt to make a 
place for a storm to undermine 
and do further damage to the 
pavement. 

. “Names of witnesses and par¬ 
ties concerned In this report are 
in our possession. We also have 
other information relating to this 
damage which would not be ad¬ 
visable to devulge publicly at 
this time.”

may be seen and studied by In¬ 
terested parties. 

The ordinance was indorsed at 
a meeting of local contractors and 
builders, later by the City Plan¬ 
ning Commission and then by the 
Volunteer Fire Department. Re¬ 
cently local political leaders hos¬ 
tile to the city council have 
sought to stir up opposition to the 
mea.sure and their followers were 
urged to attend Wednesday's 
meeting to protest against its ad¬ 
option. Only a few persons re¬ 
sponded and no protest whatever 
was voiced. 

Under the code the entire in¬ 
corporated area of Sierra Madre 
is established as a fire district, 
consisting of four zones rated ac¬ 
cording to locality, type of build¬ 
ing and density of population. The 
primary purpose of outlining fire 
districts is to provide more high¬ 
ly restrictive building require¬ 
ments for those parts of the cty 
which constitute the highly con¬ 
gested or high value areas. 

Where the code has been ad¬ 
opted it is said to have had the 
effect of general lowered average 
building costs. 

The code for the first time es¬ 
tablishes in rather complete form 
the use of various building ma¬ 
terials and combinations of these 
materials according to their 
known fire resistance.
